It now transpires, from recent 
advices, that throughout the Ottoman Empire the Sultan’s Christian subjects are 
equally solicitous as to the fate of the missionaries. Prayers for their deliverance 
are everywhere offered up at special services. At Beyrout, in Syria, a huge quan- 
tity of postal cards have had printed on them a picture of Miss Stone and Mme. 
Gilka, guarded by brigands in the depths of a thick forest. These cards have been 
sent out broadcast in all directions as an appeal to aid the cause by prayers and 
for subscriptions to pay the bandits twenty-five thousand pounds sterling

PITTSBURG’S FATAL FURNACE EXPLOSION 

















On Thursday, December 19, 1901, ten men lost their lives and several others were horribl 
burned in an explosion caused by a slide gencrating gas in the Soho furnace of Jones & 
Laughlins, Pittsburg. There were two accidents in rapid succession, of types that are 
common in furnaces charged by hand and which are not usually productive of disaster. It 
is on this account that the accident is considered unparalleled in its appalling results. An 
elevator had taken a barrow to the top with 800 pounds of material with which to charge 
the furnace. It slipped from the grasp of the men and fell into the bell. The four men at 
the top were unable to recover the barrow by themsclves and called assistance from below 
of nine other men. The new arrivals had barcly assembled when the second accident oc- 
curred. There came what seemed to be an explosion, technically a ‘‘slip,’’ caused by the 
coke, ore and limestone, dumped in and partly melted, clinging to the sills of the furnace 
and caking, shutting out the air and causing the generation of gas underneath.
